The third rare chia-
tacteristic of the Standard dictionury
is the remarkable exeellence of 118 illas-
tiations, two of which, the two-page
pliste showing foreign decorations in
colors, aud the plate showing rare
pems, are believed 1o be without equals
i the snnals of bookmak ing.  Todeed,
the book, from a mechanical sinnd-
point, s not open to ertticism and

I'n hitirried fashion we pass finally to
the scholarship represented in this
Intest foventory of the Euglish lan-
guage. In every other respect the
bwok js worthy of almost intemperate
applausge. As to lts editorial standards,
there will naturally be less upanimity
of opinion, The Standard dictivnary
has been prepared at a cost, inall de-
uriments, 8o the publishers tell us, of
Ll.mm_,hlll.l, It has had as its editor fn-
chief, Rev, Dr. Isane K. Funk;as its
consulting  editor, Dr. Fraucls A,
March; as its managing editor, with
general supervision over the detailed
work of compilation and  printing,
Rev, Dr. Daniel S, Gregory; and as us-
socinte editors, John Denison Cham
phin, Arthur K. Bostwies and Rossiter
Johnson, [To addition to this working
foree, there were more thin 200 special-
ists, ench of world-wide repu ation in
his particular field, to whom technleal
and class worids were submitted for
definition.  The list of these special
eontributors fur exeeeds that r-m;;ln_\‘-'ll
in the prepuration of the Century die-
tionary; and (f ench hos performued his
wark thoroughly, the ageregate result
oueht to be greatly superior, in point
of acenrney and thoroughness, to any

[ other English dictionary in print. We

do not pretend 1o pass on this point,
Time, comparison and every-tny
usage by experts must determine it.
With respect 1o terms used in metul
